REMARKS 

The subject application is a Continuation-in-part of application serial number 09/703,916 
filed November 11, 2000 entitled Video Display Apparatus ("'916 application"). The '916 
application was allowed on April 1 1, 2003 with claims 1-17. The inventorship entity was corrected 
via Office Communication dated August 15, 2003, paper 16. 

The allowed claims call for the use of holograms for receiving the light emitted by the pixels 
and dispersing the light in a substantially elliptical pattern directly to the observer or observers. 
Holograms are a subset of the difFractive optics family which family includes holographic, kinoform, 
binary, multi-layer, and continuous profile optical components. DifFractive optical elements 
including holograms function by relying on diffraction as opposed to refraction to modify light 
propagation. 



While the inventors believe that the group of optical components within the diffractive optics 
family are equivalent to the claimed holograms with respect to their ability to receive light from the 
pixels described in the subject application and disperse the light in a substantially elliptical pattern 
to an observer the term "hologram" has been replaced with the term "diffractive") in the claims in 
this application to ensure that the inventors and their assignee are adequately protected. 

The inventors are not aware that anyone else has used diffractive optical elements in a video 
display apparatus as described and claimed in the application. 

A terminal disclaimer is filed herewith to preclude any rejection based on double patenting.
